A ccording to the rep o rt th ere was 
g reat feeling ag ain st C unningham , and 
the men decided not to allow him to 
a rre st them , and he w as d riv en aw ay 
Mr. E vans says th a t he sen t a tele­ 
gram to th e m en to subm it quietly, but 
th a t the coal com panies, w ho own all 
of the telegraph and telephone lines 
connecting w ith th e tow n, refused to 
deliver it, and before ne could get any 
m essage to th e m en C unningham and 
his deputies, who, he says, w ere the

Mr. E vans says th a t he w ent to the 
scene of th e trouble th e next m orning 
and th a t forty-eight m en had been ar 
rested for conspiracy to kill C unning 
bam , and found th ere In a house occu 
pied by a colored m an called “Stone 
w all” Jackson, th e dead bodies of W ll 
Bam D odson, W illiam C lark and Rich 
ard C layton, all colored. 
T he rep o rt continues: 
“O n inquiry 
we found th a t the w ife of Jackson w ith 
fo u r children, together w ith eight col 
ored men w ere in th e house and th a t 
ab o u t daybreak all th a t were inside 
w ere aw akened by shots being fired in 
to the house from the outside 
T his 
shooting took place w ithout anything 
being said to those on the inside and 
th e th ree colored m en I have m ention 
ed w ere found dead on th e floor. 
Two 
w ere in th eir n ig h t clothes and the 
o th e r one was p artly dressed, w ith one 
shoe on p artly laced, and the 
o th er 
foot bare. 
W e visited an o th er house 
w here Joseph H ixer lay In bed m ortal 
ly w ounded, having been shot through 
the window as he was stooping to put 
his tro u sers on a fte r g ettin g o u t of 
tied. 
H iser lived w ith his sister, and 
she m ade the statem en t a t the inquest 
th a t she pleaded w ith those shooting 
n ot to kill h er children, and in reply 
C unningham said: 
“ ‘W om en and children m ust take 
care of them selves.’ 
In no instance 
1 could we find w here these people had 
been asked to su rren d er until a fter the 
deputies had com m enced shooting at 
tm* occupants of the houses nam ed. 
“W e next w ent to the house of L u­ 
cian Law son, woo was considered m or 
Lilly w ounded. 
I am led to u nderstand 
th a t a fte r the shooting referred to this 
m an. w ith others, returned the fire of 
th e possee, and th is ,is th e only instance 
w h e re any a ttem p t was m ade to return 
th e fire on the p a rt of the m iners. 
D uring the shooting in m any instances 
th e men and women pleaded w ith m e 
m en outside to have m ercy on them , 
b u t th eir cries were m et w ith derision 
and curses. 
O ur investigation proves 
conclusively th a t no effort had been 
m ade to shoot or resist ex :ept in the 
one case m entioned, but th at ail w ould, 
have been too glad to have su rre n d e re d ’ 
if they had been allow ed th e opportu­ 
nity to do so.” 
Mr. E vans says th a t the co ro n ers 
ju ry has returned a verdice of felon­ 
ious killin g against C unningham for 
th e killing of W illiam Dodson.
